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Because  of  a  discrepancy  in  the  brightness  of  the  paper,  a  group  of  proofs 
was  withheld  from  the  edition  of  Jasper  Johns'  lithograph  Savarin 
(1977-81).  Thinking  to  use  these  proofs  as  substructures  for  a  series  of 
monotypes,  Johns  began  painting  with  colored  inks  on  sheets  of  plexiglass. 
A  lithograph  or,  in  some  instances,  blank  paper  was  laid  over  the  freshly 
painted  surface,  then  covered  with  a  felt  blanket  and  run  through  a  hand 
lithographic  press.  By  modulating  the  applied  pressure,  it  was  often  possi- 
ble to  transfer  several  slightly  varying  proofs  from  one  painting. 


Sometimes  utilizing  an  offset  press,  which  could  not  accommodate  the  size 
of  the  whole  image,  it  was  necessary  to  make  two  printings  to  complete 
any  one  monotype.  Where  this  was  done,  the  joining  and  overlapping  can 
be  noticed  in  the  finished  works.
